C hic woo, Jan, 26.—Colonel Spurner 
solicitor of the St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Omaha aud Chicago railway, in an inter­ 
view regarding tile sale of the stock of 
the Chicago, Portage and Superior rail' 
road company, throws new light upon the 
transaction as follows: 
I ani informed upon good authority 
that the stock above referred tow ns of­ 
fered to the Grand T rank people for less 
money than it was finally sold for, aud 
the offer w:is open for several hours be­ 
fore tho final sale of the stock, and the 
Grand Trank people refused positively 
to purchase it. I know that sumo hours 
be fore the .salt* of the stock, Mr, Iliekson, 
of the Grand Trunk railway company, 
stated to Mr. Porter, of the Omaha com­ 
pany, that the Grand Trank railway com­ 
pany had nothing whatever to do with the 
Chicago, Portage and Superior railroad 
company, and would have nothing to do 
with it, and that he hoped no one would 
pay out money for the stock of the latter 
company upon the theory that the Grand 
Trunk or any of its people were behind 
it. Some of their people interested in 
the English investment company bad in­ 
tended to attem pt to negotiate the bonds 
of the Chicago, Portage and Superior 
railroad company, but that was aban­ 
doned. 
It was some hours after this that 
the stock was sold, so t fiat it is manifest 
that negotiations with the Grand Trunk 
railroad company were not intended to 
defeat or hamper in any manner the final 
sale of the stock. It must Im* clear to 
anyone tiiat if the Graud Trunk railroad 
company luul agreed to furnish the re­ 
quisite money for the purists©* of the 
Chicago, Portage and Superior railroad 
company, tie* stock would not have Imhmi 
for sale as it was. 
Another thing: The 
statement that Mr. Jackson, having a 
fritting interest iii the stock, sold it 
against the protestor the Barnes brothers 
is iii no sense true. The sale of the stock 
was negotiated and arranged by Mr. 
Barnes, representing himself and his 
brother, aud Mr. Jackson hail nothing to 
do with it excepting to arrange details at 
the request of Mr. Burnts, aud had no 
interest in the proceeds except to the ex­ 
tent of his claim and Mr. Huger’*. I 
have been informed upon good authority, 
although I do not personally know tho 
fact, that Hic real reason the Grand Trunk 
people declined to have any further nego­ 
tiations with the Chicago, Portage A Su­ 
perior people arose from the fact that tho 
latter had agreed with tho English In ­ 
vestment compauy to issue to two parties 
of that company $5,000,660 of Hie full- 
paid stock of the Chicago, Portage and 
Superior Railroad company, to be used 
iii negotiating tho bonds, and to pay them 
for their services in money to be paid by 
them for the stock. This stock, if valid, 
would constitute the control of the com­ 
pany. The agreement to issue the stock 
as a bonus was in plain violation of sec­ 
tion 0,753, chapter S5, of tho Bensell 
Statutes, which provides that “no corp­ 
oration shall issue any stock or certifi­ 
cate of stock except iii consideration of 
money, or labor, or property estimated at 
its true money value actually received by 
it, equal to the par value thereof, * * *

Tile business of manufacturing gam­ 
bling implements thrives with the gen­ 
eral prosperity of the country. 
Iii all 
the large cities, particularly in New 
York and Chicago, there are establish­ 
ments whence are scattered throughout 
the country the implements of the trade. 
Although the law confiscates these im­ 
plements when men are caught in the 
act of using them, there is nolaw against 
their manufacture and sale. 
The goods 
ore therefore made ami sold openly. 
Whe n the police break up a gambling 
den they take away all the tools. 
Hut 
within twenty-foul hours everything eau 
be replaced and the game goes on as 
before. 
The mails and the express cars 
go constantly laden with gambling tools. 
The prices are generally high and vary 
lait little, as the competition is not 
great 
except 
in 
the 
common­ 
est 
article*, 
such 
as 
cards 
and 
chil*. 
All 
the 
latest 
improvements 
in the mechanic arts arc brought to bear 
in the manufacture. 
In short, there is 
evolution in gambling, as well as in 
everything else. 
A curious feature ot 
the business is that the different pro. 
cesses of cheating are unblushingly ad­ 
vertised and sold. 
A reporter recent y 
visited a queer establishment of tlii 
kind in Nassau street, which has U*«*n 
in full blast for twenty years. 
The pr. s 
eut proprietor bas managed the busine* 
for seven years, and says he Insight it • 
a well-known actor, whose rapid rise 
tile dramatic profession caused him .« 
sell out. He is a short, spare man, about 
42 years old, with keen black eyes. 
11 
md only made no secret of his saleol 
implements for cheating at various gam 
bling games, but was willing to exhibit 
and explain them. He said he had oft*Mi 
l>een told by gamblers that he was in­ 
juring the business by exposing the 
tricks, but bo had come to the eonclu- 
sion that men would gamble, ami that 
each player would somehow think that 
he could get the I test of the game. 
“ What is tho cost of a set of faro 
tooter 
“ First you want a dealing I tov. 
An 
honest box, that will pull one card at a 
time, costs from $10 to $15. 
Hut if you 
want a box from which the dealer may 
pull one or two cards at will, without de­ 
tection, it will cost you from $.‘15 to $75. 
Here is a crooked box. 
Bv pressing a 
spring the dealer may pull two cards. 
He has previously fixed the pack so that 
he knows the order. 
You can never win 
unless ho chooses to permit it. 
Some­ 
times ho will let you rake down bet after 
bet for small amounts. 
Then, w hen you 
play high, he touches the spring and 
your money is gone. 
Some dealers 
have two boxes exactly alike. 
One is 
level or honest; the other is crooked. 
T 
made a crooked box the other day to 
match one that was brought here, aud 
when my customer came for it lie could 
not pica out the new’ one. 
The ma­ 
chinery for these crooked lanes is very 
delicate, and requires a first-class me­ 
chanic to make it. 
An ex] tort dealer 
will pull two cards instead of one, and 
the closest scrutiny will not detect it. 
The faro spread or cloth layout, with 
•OI the cards iii the pack painted or 
jtlued on it, on which the betters lay 
their money, costs from $10 to $1(5. The 
Caae-keepcr, used to record the cards 
drawn, costs from $7 to $20. 
Some 
players object to the use of these as 
offering a chance to cheat 
To protect 
tho pl layers what are called cue cards are 
made, serving much ti ie same purpose 
BB tho case-keeper. 
These cost aland 


comer you can plainly see a neon, spaae, 
club or diamoud carelessly thrown into 
the pattern. 
All the high cards are de­ 
noted by the different positions of a lit­ 
tle scoop. 
This a gentle reminder of 
tile way the boys get scooped by them.

Captains, merchants, 
bankers, Congressmen, and, in fact, 
everybody playing [Hiker. 
As for Poker 
Schenck, I have heard that his ingenious 
rules were invented for tile purpose of 
permitting a Congressman to win when 
a member of the tuird house wanted him 
to vote for some particular measure. 
There are many ways of cheating at 
poker. 
One is by marked cards. 
Cine 
way of marking cards is on the backs at 
the time of their manufacture. 
Here 
are seventeen different styles of marked 
cards which I sell all over tho United 
States. 
To an ordinary observer the 
backs are of an intricate and symmet­ 
rical pattern ; but I can tell at a glance 
every card in any one of the seventeen 
packs." 
“ How can one remember so many 
m arks?" 
•‘ It is very simple when you once 
iMrn. 
I wail guarantee uo learn any in­ 
telligent person to read any one of these 
marked packs in two hours. 
It only 
needs seventeen marks to a pack. 
Four 
marks will expose the four suits, aud 
thirteen marks will expose the cards in 
each snit. 
Although tho marks are so 
ptetn that they can be read as far as you 
osa see a card, they are so covered up in 
the scroll work and patterns tliat you I 
would not notice them unless they were I 
pointed out to you. 
Sometimes the j 
marks are in the fold of a Hag; some- I 
times in the turn of an ornamental scroll. 
Here is a [au k that is apparently orna­ 
mented on the back with a marl lie J Mit­ 
ten), 
By looking at the upper left-hand 


cards at various angles. 
This is gener­ 
ally used at a pretty large table, as it is 
likely to lie observed where the playors 
sit close. 
All I have to do is to look 
down into the minor to WH every card I 
deal you.

You may look at them all 
day and you cannot find any difference 
between them. 
Yet I will never let you 
win a cent on this one, while on the 
other you have only an even chalice. It 
is a common thing for a man to have one 
squure wheel and one crooked enc. 
He

then m ake a handsome stake by using 
tile crooked one a week." 
“ Anything else, you wicked man?*' 
“ I am not wicked ; I am merely mak­ 
ing it very unprofitable for people gener­ 
ally bi gamble. 
That is really a great 
moral work. 
H* r ? is a nice little teeto­ 
tum. 
I spin it and it drops with a high 
number up. 
I give the sumo teetotum 
to you, and you can’t hit that number if 
you spin a year. How is it done ? Merely 
by turning a part of the b»p a sixteenth 
of an inch.

“Are loaded dico sold o ilily ? **

“ I should think you would spoil tho 
sale of these implements by exposing 
them publicly," the reporter suggested.
